Mission  Statement 

The  Department  of  Corrections  with  victims,  communities  and  state  and  local  government  improves  public  safety 

through  secure  confinement  and  effective  community  interventions.  Through  our  cooperative  efforts  to  provide 

effective  correctional  services,  we  hold  offenders  acccountable  for  their  behavior  and  prepare  them  to  be 

productive  citizens. 

Message  from  the  Director: 

Efficiency  was  a  common  theme  in  2006  in  the  Missouri  Department  of  Corrections. 
During  his  State  of  the  State  Address  in  January  2006,  Governor  Matt  Blunt  called  for 
a  "high-performing,  more  efficient  state  government. "  Our  employees  have  done  an 
excellent  job  in  responding  to  the  Governor's  call. 

In  March,  the  Department  implemented  a  Law  Enforcement  Notification  System  ^ 
(LENS)  on  its  website.  LENS  is  a  computer  program  which  allows  law  enforcement 
agencies  to  obtain  inmate  information  and  receive  notifications  of  significant  events. 
LENS  is  the  first  system  within  the  Department  of  Corrections  benefiting  from  joint 
development  resources  as  a  result  of  Governor  Blunt 's  consolidated  statewide  infor- 
mation services  initiative. 

We  continue  to  make  progress  on  the  Missouri  Re-entry  Process  (MRP).  One  hundred 

and  nine  certificates  were  issued  in  2006  from  the  U.S.  Labor  Department  to  Missouri 

inmates  who  successfully  completed  the  Apprenticeship  Program.   The  first  39  certificates  were  presented  in  April  by 

the  Labor  Department's  Mark  Floretta  at  the  Northeast  Correctional  Center  in  Bowling  Green.   Studies  have  shown 

that  offenders  who  participate  in  prison  work  programs  have  a  lower  rate  of  recidivism,  which  translates  into  a  savings 

for  the  taxpayer. 

In  January  2006,  Governor  Blunt  proposed  issuing  $120  million  in  revenue  bonds  for  a  new  Chillicothe  Reception  and 
Diagnostic  Center.  The  existing  facility  has  an  operating  capacity  of  525.  The  Legislature  passed  Governor  Blunt 's 
proposal  on  the  final  day  of  the  2006  Session.  Governor  Blunt  joined  Deputy  Director  David  Rost,  Office  of  Administra- 
tion Commissioner  Michael  Keathley,  State  Sen.  David  Klindt,  R-Bethany,  State  Rep.  John  Quinn,  R-Chillicothe,  State 
Rep.  Danie  Moore,  R-Fulton,  State  Rep.  Brad  Lager,  R-Maryville,  Chillicothe  Mayor  Todd  Rodenberg  and  Livingston 
County  Presiding  Commissioner  Eva  Danner  in  October  for  a  groundbreaking  ceremony  for  the  new  prison. 
Capacity  for  the  new  Chillicothe  Reception  and  Diagnostic  Center  will  be  1,636.  The  new  prison  is  expected 
to  open  in  late  2008. 

Probation  and  Parole  has  also  responded  to  the  Governor 's  call.  Missouri  Probation  and  Parole  officers  held 
offenders  accountable  to  complete  Restorative  Justice  orders  in  FY  2006,  resulting  in  offenders  performing 
263,842  hours  of  community  service  and  paying  $10,051,008  in  restitution  back  to  victims. 


Finally,  I  appreciate  the  hard  work  and  dedication  from  each  of  you,  because  you  contribute  immensely  to  pub- 
lic safety.  You  also  have  open  hearts  and  are  very  generous  to  those  in  need.  In  2006,  Missouri  Department 
of  Corrections  staff  donated  $143,230  to  the  Missouri  State  Employees  Charitable  Campaign.  Department 
employees  have  been  the  leader  of  the  Campaign  donations  in  six  of  the  last  seven  years.  I  also  want  to  thank 
our  Volunteers  in  Corrections.  We  have  over  2,000  Volunteers  in  Corrections  (VIC's),  as  of  December  2006. 
In  all.  Volunteers  in  Corrections  provided  107,679  hours  of  volunteer  service  in  both  the  Division  of  Adult  Institutions 
and  Probation  and  Parole.  Volunteers  allow  offenders  success  through  additional  programs.

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DOC  Continues  Work  on  CSC's 

The  Missouri  Department  of  Corrections  announced 
in  August  2006  that  an  option  to  purchase  property  for 
the  Poplar  Bluff  Community  Supervision  Center  (CSC) 
was  accepted  by  the  owner.  The  property  located  on 
Industrial  Park  Road  received  significant  community 
support,  as  well  as  support  from  Poplar  Bluff's  legis- 
lative delegation.  Department  Director  Larry  Craw- 
ford praised  Butler  County  Commissioners  and  area 
legislators  for  their  support,  noting  the  benefits  that 
a  new  Community  Supervision  Center  will  provide. 
Missouri's  Probation  and  Parole  Board  has  completed 
CSC's  in  St.  Joseph  and  Farmington.  Construction 
began  in  2006  on  Hannibal's  Community  Supervision 
Center.  In  December  2006,  the  Board  began  preparing 
for  a  groundbreaking  ceremony  for  Kennett's  Com- 
munity Supervision  Center.  CSC's  aren't  designed  to 
replace  jails  or  prisons.  The  sites  serve  as  transitional 
housing  units  where  offenders  are  required  to  work, 
attend  school,  attend  treatment  and  fulfill  other  obli- 
gations ordered  by  the  Missouri  Parole  Board  or  the 
Court.  Community  Supervision  Centers  allow  intensive 
supervision  and  treatment  of  offenders  who  are  at  risk 
and  already  in  the  community.  The  U.S.  Justice  Depart- 
ment provides  90  percent  of  the  funding  for  CSC's,  and 
the  state  pays  10  percent. 

Plans  Under  Way  for  New 
Chillicothe  Women's  Prison 

On  Tuesday,  Oct.  24,  2006,  a  groundbreaking  ceremony 
was  held  for  the  new  Chillicothe  Reception  and  Diagnos- 
tic Center.  Earlier  in  the  year.  Gov.  Matt  Blunt  proposed 
issuing  $120  million  in  revenue  bonds  for  the  new  prison 
during  his  January  State  of  the  State  Address.  The  Gen- 
eral Assembly  later  passed  the  proposal.  As  Missouri's 
female  inmate  population  continues  to  rapidly  increase, 
there  is  a  dire  need  to  expand  our  housing  capability. 
The  new  prison  capacity  will  increase  to  1,636,  which 
will  more  than  triple  the  current  capacity  of  525  at  the 
existing  facility.  The  new  Chillicothe  Reception  and  Di- 
agnostic Center  is  expected  to  open  for  operation  by  late 
2008  or  early  2009. 

Law  Enforcement  Notification 
System  Receives  Enhancement 

In  March  2006,  the  Missouri  Department  of  Correc- 
tions (DOC)  implemented  a  Law  Enforcement  Notifica- 
tion System  (LENS)  on  its  web  site,  www.doc.mo.gov. 


LENS  is  a  computer  program  that  allows  law  enforce- 
ment agencies  to  obtain  inmate  information  and  receive 
notifications  of  significant  events,  which  may  assist  agen- 
cies in  completing  their  public  safety  missions.  Such 
notifications  include  escapes,  parole  hearings,  transfers 
to  other  institutions  and  releases  from  custody.  On  Sept. 
11,  2006,  Gov.  Matt  Blunt  announced  the  first  enhance- 
ment to  LENS.  A  "DNA  Sample"  indicator  field  has  been 
incorporated  into  LENS,  which  will  allow  the  Depart- 
ment's law  enforcement  partners  to  determine  when  the 
Department  has  performed  DNA  testing  on  an  inmate. 
Through  a  quick  LENS  inquiry,  the  county  correctional 
facility  can  determine  if  an  inmate's  DNA  sample  was 
previously  submitted  to  the  State  Crime  Laboratory  by 
the  Corrections  Department.  This  information  will  de- 
crease the  burden  of  processing  multiple  samples  on  the 
same  offenders. 

DOC  Leads  Way  in  Charitable 
Campaign  Donations 

For  the  last  six  of  seven  years,  the  Department  of  Cor- 
rections staff  has  been  the  leader  in  the  Missouri  State 
Employees  Charitable  Campaign  (MSECC)  donations 
among  state  agencies.  This  year's  totals  showed  that 
staff  contributed  $143,553.22  out  of  $1,042,739.79  of 
the  total  campaign  contributions.  Fourteen  percent,  or 
approximately  1,571  Department  employees,  participat- 
ed in  the  2006  MSECC,  which  helps  provide  food  for  the 
hungry,  shelter  for  the  homeless,  medical  attention  for 
the  ill,  and  numerous  other  services. 

Transitional  Housing  Units 
Expanded  to  11  DOC  institutions 

In  2001,  the  Department  of  Corrections  (DOC)  began  its 
Missouri  Reentry  Process  (MRP),  a  long-term  approach 
aimed  at  reducing  crime  in  our  communities  and  mak- 
ing better  use  of  state  resources.  In  September  2005, 
Gov.  Blunt  signed  Executive  Order  05-33  establishing  a 
permanent  interagency  steering  team  for  the  MRP.  As  a 
result,  eight  state  agencies  collaborated  to  improve  state 
resources.  The  establishment  of  Transitional  Housing 
Units  (THUs)  is  one  of  35  strategies  to  address  offender 
reentry  through  the  MRP.  In  2004,  five  pioneering  cor- 
rectional facilities  established  THUs.  Offenders  are  as- 
signed to  these  housing  units  when  they  are  within  six 
months  of  their  release  from  prison  and  receive  assistance 
with  housing,  employment,  substance  abuse,  identifica- 
tion cards,  family  reunification  and  other  issues  related 
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to  successful  reintegration.  In  2006,  the  DOC  expanded 
Transitional  Housing  Units  to  the  following  six  institu- 
tions: Tipton  Correctional  Center,  Crossroads  Correction- 
al Center,  Western  Missouri  Correctional  Center,  Moberly 
Correctional  Center,  Maryville  Treatment  Center,  and 
Farmington  Correctional  Center.  The  Department's  Insti- 
tutional Treatment  Centers  will  pilot  the  THU  concept  at 
Cremer  Therapeutic  Community  Center.  THUs  prepare 
offenders  for  effective  reintegration  into  the  community 
through  transitional  planning,  reentry  programming,  and 
linkage  with  community  resources. 


Road  Renamed 

On  July  1,  2006,  the  street  name  leading  to  the  \ 
Jefferson  City  correctional  centers  changed  from  Fence- 
line  Road  to  No  More  Victims  Road.  The  name  change  is 
intended  to  emphasize  the  Department's  mission,  as  well 
as  Victim  Services  and  Restorative  Justice  activities.  In- 
mates who  are  involved  in  these  programs  have  pledged 
to  harm  no  more  victims.  The  posted  street  signs  will 
serve  as  a  reminder  to  all  offenders  that  victimization  has 
to  stop  and  that  the  Department  stands  committed  to  that 
purpose.
